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VISIONARY TOWNSITES 


In passing the article for typeset- 
ting on King Island, B.C., that was 
the sight of a promoter's dream, re- 
minded the Editor of a place in Kent 
County, Ontario, that was also spot- 
ted for big things. The name is 
Shrewsbury, on the shore of Lake 
Erie. The writer ran onto it in a 
Saturday afternoon fishing trip sev- 
eral years ago. With thoughts of 
bass on his mind he didn't spend 
much time looking over the site but 
remembers a number of grass-grown 
depressions that once had been grad- 
ings for streets. Two or three old 
frame houses stood on the sight with 
a negro family living in at least one 
of them. There were several acres 
of barren deserted flat land in evi- 
dence and.at the lake shore was a 
pretentious wharf, then quite dilapi- 
dated. The mute evidence of ground 
plans for a once large town, that was 
then grassgrown and desolate was 
sad and depressing. It might have 
been an ideal location for a town. 
The story connected, we were told, 
was that Col. Talbot, once an import- 
ant figure in early history of West- 
ern Ontario, had planned a town 
there, with the wharf a terminal for 
shipping too and fro from the United 
States. What happened that the 
plan wasn't fulfilled we never learn- 
ed or have forgotten.

GERALD E. WELLBURN 
Mr. Robson Lowe, the well-known When the stamps of British  Col- 


English authority, has called the 
subject of this sketch the ‘up and 
coming’ man of Canadian  philately. 


Mr. Wellburn who resides in Duncan, 
B.C., well deserves this praise, as, 
besides possessing the world's finest 
collection of the stamps of British 
Columbia has outstanding collections 
of Canada and of the Postal history 
of Great Britain. 

Mr. Wellburn was born in England 
in 1900 and at an early age moved 
to British Columbia where he entered 
the lumber business and is now 
associated with the H. R. McMillan 
Export Co. one of the largest con- 
cerns on the West Coast. 


umbia are being diseussed Mr. Well- 
burn is most likely to be referred to, 


as he is considered the foremost 
authority on them. Although there 


are only eighteen stamps listed in 
Seott's eatalogue his collection is 
housed in no less than twenty 


volumes. Mr. Wellburn is a draughts- 
man of the first rank and he has 
used his talents to illustrate with 
diagrams and maps, every cover in 
his albums. The result is a collection 
of incomparable beauty and interest. 

Many Canadian  philatelists are 
unaware of the historical interest in 
connection with the  pre-stamp or 
stampless cover period. Mr. Wellburn 


β-- 


has assembled a magnificent collect- 
ion of the postal history of Great 
Britain beginning with the early 
Dockwra post of 1860 and written up 
in the same inimitable manner as his 
British Columbians. It is hoped he 
will show portions of this collection, 
as well as his stamps, at CAPEX in 
1951. 

Many collectors deery the financial 
side of philately, nevertheless the 
intrinsic value of ones’ collection and 
the ready convertibility into cash 
have at times been of great value and 
so Mr. Wellburn found to his mater- 
ial advantage on one occasion. In 
those circumstances he sold part of 
his collection and fortunately was 
able to re-purchase it at a consider- 
able advance some years afterward 
and much to his great delight. 

Mr. Wellburn is a Fellow of the 
Royal Philatelic Society and on a 
recent visit to England was honoured 
hy being elected, together with an- 
other celebrated collector of Canada, 
Mr. R.W.T. Lees-Jones, the first two 
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Fellows of the British North 
America Philatelic Society of Great 
Britain. He has served as judge at 
many philatelic exhibitions including 
CIPEX in 1947 and is a member of 
the Postal History Society and other 
societies in Canada and the United 
States.

King Island, B.C., Loomed High in Visionary Plan 


By R. M. BRYAN 


The finding of three small Queen 
3 cent stamps cancelled with a rub- 
ber stamp worded KING B.C. aroused 
the writer’s curiosity. Delving into 
the matter revealed the following in- 
formation but did not solve the riddle 
of the rubber stamp. 


King Island, B.C. was so named 
by Captain Vancouver in 1793 in 
memory of his deceased friend 
Captain James King, R.N. 

It lies in Fitzhugh Sound, close to 
what is now known as Ocean Falls, 
Deane Channel runs to the North 
and Burke Channel to the South, 
Bella Coola is the end of the latter 
channel at the mouth of the Bella 
Coola River. 

There is an interesting story in 
connection with King Island which 
would appear to have some element 
of truth according to information 
gleaned by investigations made to 
date. 

The story relates, that in the early 
1890's when a northern railroad to 
the Pacific was being contemplated, 
it was thought that the railroad 


would.follow to some extent the 
MacKenzie route across British Col- 


umbia and that the island would be 
the Western terminus. However it 
was some years later in 1900 that 
the decision to build the Grand 
Trunk Pacific from Atlantic to the 
Pacific came into bemg. There is no 
mention made in reference books on 
the construction of this railroad that 
such a terminal point was ever con- 
sidered. 

On the strength of the rumors 
which were prevalent around 1890— 
1891 so the story goes a promoter 
was successful in interesting some 
English capital to invest in what 
was to be a townsite and terminus 
on the Island, it has been reported 
that later some of these families 
came out from England to take over 
and develop their holdings and the 
first reference . which appears to 
bear this out is in the British  Col- 
umbia Directory of 1892, which 
shows King Island with 3  inhabit- ` 
ants a James Codville, his wife and 
son and the Directory also mentions 
that “he has a fine building suitable 
for a hotel.” 
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Again in referring to the 1895 
Directory the same family is shown 
as the only people on the Island 
and the fact is stated that “commun- 
ication is with Victoria by steamer.” 


In 1897 however there is a change, 
no mention is made of Mrs. Codville 
the directory shows James Codville 
J.P. and James Codville which it is 
presumed was father and son but no 
“mention is made of other settlers. 
This is understandable because the 
Island is rugged with no commercial 
"timber or any other means of 
settlers making a living. 


The son James Codville left the 
Island and became lighthouse keeper 
at Pointers Island light where he 
stayed for a number of years, re- 
tiring two or three years ago to re- 
side at Prince Rupert. 


The stamps of which there are 
three bear a rubber stamp print 
“King B.C." when and where this 
eancellation was used is not known 
as no post office is shown to have 
existed on the island, as a matter 
of fact in 1897 Bella Bella is given 
as the post office for King Island, 
it is conceivable then that the 
stamps were cancelled with the rub- 
ber stamp King B.C. before being 
given to the carrying steamer, this 
at the moment is uncertain. 


It is hoped that further informa- 
tion will come to light to show how 
the mail was handled, because the 
Diree ory of British Columbia for 
1892 states that communication with 
the northern coast was anything 
but satisfactory and that there was 


r^ mail contract let. The Canadian 
Pacific Navigation Company being 
paid by the postal authorities at so 
much per trip for carrying the mail.

First Adhesive Label and Other Seals 


(Contributed) 
The first adhesive label went on 
sale as a postage stamp over a 


hundred years ago,—to be exact, on 


May ist, 1840. The question of who 
first conceived the idea of the Gum- 
med Label, was the subject of ex- 
tremely bitter and fruitless con- 
troversy some fifteen years before 
the turn of the century. Equally 
fruitless would be a discussion of 
who first realized that the Gummed 
Label could be used for other things 
besides Postage Stamps. It is 
definitely known, however, that its 
use for Charitable purposes was first 
conceived in 1903. A brief historical 
sketch will be of interest. 

In the year 1904, a Children’s 
Hospital was needed in Copenhagen, 
Denmark. A Postal Clerk in that 
City, knowing of this, decided that 


the sale of Stamps, designed to 
decorate Christmas letters and par- 


cels, could be made to finance the 
cost of the Building. Mr. Ho7oell’s 
enthusiasm in this, won the endorse- 
ment of the Danish Royal Family, 
so that the first Christmas Seal was 
designed and placed on sale at 
Christmas 1904, with marked finan- 
cial success. 

Mr. Riis, a Dane, doing Social work 
in New York, noting one of these 
Seals on a letter from the Homeland, 
urged the use of similar labels in 
order to raise funds in the U.S.A. for 
Charitable purposes. A Miss Bissell 
operated a small Tuberculosis Hosp- 
ital in Delaware, and could not raise 
the small sum of $300.00 needed to 
keep the Institution solvent. Having 
read Mr. Riis’ article in- “Outlook” 
she used the idea as a last hope of 
raising the small sum of money she 
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needed for her Hospital. 

She offered the first Seals for 
sale at Christmas, 1907, and realized 
the sum of $3,000.00 for the venture. 


She then urged the Red Cross to con- 
tinue the yearly issue of Seals, 
which was done by this Society, 
until 1919. The work by now was 
interfering with the regular Red 
Cross schemes and had become so 
heavy, that the National Tuberculosis 
Association was formed to handle 
the Christmas Seal work. In Canada, 
Christmas Seals have been distribut- 
ed each year since 1926. 

The National Society for Crippled 
Children had been founded as far 
back as 1921, by Edgar F. Allen. But 
the time came when the Society, in 
common with many other | National 
groups, was confronted with the fact 
that if it was to endure and fulfill 
the true functions for which it had 
been founded, it would have to find 


some means of reaching ‘everyone’ 


who wished not only to contribute, 
but also to experience the satisfac- 
tion of being a part of a great 
democratic movement. 

Late in the Summer of 1933, Paul 
H. King, who followed Mr. Allen as 
President of the Society, presented 
a report to the Finance Committee, 
in which he said, in part, “We 
suggest Easter as the time for the

Finally in 1934, the National 
Society for Crippled Children in the 
United States, issued its first Easter 
Seal, the issue of 1949 will be the 
16th seal in the series. All of these 
are stil available, although the 
earlier ones are definitely in short 
supply. 

The crippled child problem in Can- 
ada was largely parallel to that in 
the United States. Each year, the 
number of crippled children has  in- 
ereased by hundreds, while the  dol- 
lar continued to buy less services 
and equipment. It was quite logical 
therefore that in the year 1947, the 
‘Ontario Society for Crippled  Chil- 
dren adopted the Easter Seal as a 
means of providing revenue to carry 
on its work. 

The Annual opportunity afforded 
by these two worthwhile health ser- 
vices, one for the prevention and 
treatment of tuberculosis, and the 
other for the care and treatment of

Crippled Children, is not in fact 
competitive, but complementary. 

The response in the purchase of 
these seals was at once spontaneous 
and generous, with a result of which 
the Society has not only been able 
to enlarge greatly upon its services, 


but has vacated other fields of rev- 


enue, and is now dependant almost 
entirely upon the Easter Seal for its 
operating funds. 

Many requests were made for these 
Canadian Easter Seals by collectors, 
throughout Canada, the United 
States, and Europe; and to meet the 
possible needs of the future, the 
Society wisely satisfied a desire for 
a limited quantity of the seals in 
unperforated sheets as well as un- 
perforated blocks of progressive 
colour proofs. 

Numerous collectors also purchas- 
ed seals to assist in the work of the 
Society for which all funds so re- 
ceived are used.

MORE ABOUT BUS MAIL 


A letter from an official of the 
Quebec Central Transportation Com- 
pany reads: I recently had occasion 
to peruse the October and November 
issues of “Popular Stamps” and 
notice that reference was made to 
the carriage of mail by buses and I 
thought it might interest you to know 
that this company, to the best of my 
knowledge, was one of the first to co- 
ordinate rail and highway services in 
this country and, in August 1931, a 
motor bus was substituted between 
Levis and St. Georges, Que., for train 
service, when the mail contract, for- 
merly held on the train, was trans- 
ferred to the bus, a compartment 
being provided at the rear of the bus 
to carry approximately 118 cubic feet 
of mail. In 1932 similar action was 
taken between Sherbrooke, Rock 
Island, Beebe, Que., and Newport, Vt. 
Sinee that time other authorizations 
have been made via our bus lines op- 
erating between the above points as 
well as between Vallee Jct. and Lac 
Frontiere, Que., Tring Jet. and Me- 
gantic, Que., etc. 

At first only first class mail was 
handled but, in view of represent- 
ation made by the residents along our 
bus routes for a more speedy news- 
paper service, we also agreed to 
handle this class of mail, which has 
resulted in the residents on any of 
these portions of our lines receiving 
the afternoon newspapers from Que- 
bec, Sherbrooke, ete., between six and 
seven p.m., and early in the forenoon 
the Montreal Gazette, a morning 
daily, is also delivered to homes

Of recent interest is your item on 
page 7 of December P.S. advising of 
English dealer interest in Canada 
No. 245, 1938 dollar— variety colored 
through. Previous references occurred 
in P.S. May 1948, page III, by John 
O. Roberts, and P.S. April 1948, page 
48. by F. H. Chase. This variety is 
sufficiently constant and known now 
that it should be officially recognized 
and catalogued at an appropriate 
scarcity value such as English deal- 
ers have now established. 

Mr. F. H. Chase in his April P.S. 
letter considers no other cases exist 
in Canadian issues similar to No. 245. 
Herein I disagree in that I have a 
part sheet (mint) of CE2, 1943 17 
cent Air Special Delivery which bears 
identical *colored through" effect. By 
comparison, the papers of these two 
stamps appears of similar quality. 
This variety should be recognized and 
catalogued along with No. 245.
